CHAPTER 17°
ELECTRIC STORAGE BATTERIES

AN ACT relating to the wrongful sale or disposal of electric storage bhatteries belonging
to another, or the removal or alteration of marks of identification thereon, and pre-
scribing penalties for the violation thereof.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

1 SECTION 1. Identification mark. That it is unlawful for any per-
2 son, copartnership, or corporation to remove or deface or alter or
8 destroy, or cause to be removed or defaced or altered or destroyed,
